He was one 
of the leading penmen in the United States and was 
listed in a national journal among the first ten. Also 
he was regarded as an authority in commercial law. 
He is honored and loved by thousands of prominent 
business, professional, and political men who have come 
under his influence and for whom he has been a living 
example of integrity in business. ~His friends include 
many prominent business, professional, and _ polit- 
ical men. 


His philosophy of life is summed up in a sloga! 
which he required every student to repeat before hi 
received a diploma—namely, “Character is the founda- 
tion of true success. Character is based on three prin- 


ciples—tell the truth, pay your debts, and treat all 
people as you would have them treat you.”
